Canton Beef. 


Since the 16th the butchers of 
Canton have resumed their busi- 
ness. The price of beef has been 
increased from 60 to 56 centa per 
catty, for restaurants and retailers, 
while’ consumers have to pay a8 
much as 66 cents to a catty. Despite, 
this increase in price the butchers 
are registering lesser sales as the 
{nhabitants have refrained from 
buying beef. . ‘

Honam to Have New Bunds, — 


The Bureau of Public Works: 
is now planning the constructions 
of new bunds along the banks of 
the Honam island. It is disclosed 
that the scheme involves a length 
of 14,000 feet with’ a breadth of 
100 feet to be extended from 
Chong Chien Street in the east 
to Chowtoutsui in the west. The 
plan includes reclamation of the 
two breaches in the Tsofongyuan 
and Kamfamiao sections, situated 
somewhere in the middle of the 
proposed bunds, The first breach 
entails the reclamation of some 
600 feet while the second v00 
feet. , 

Work on the -bund will com. 
mence immediately after. the com-. 
(pletion of the steel bridge which 
; when completed will connect the 
Honam island with Canton proper.
